Food for Infants. 
From the New York Times. 


There are about twenty European prepara- 
tions styled infant foods, beginning with that 
of Nestle, and at least twice as many Ameri- 
can, all of which profess to furnish a com- 
plete nutrition for the infant during the first 
few months of its existence, while yet the 
conversion of starch into dextrine and sugar 
is beyond the capacity of the untrained diges- 
tive function. The examination of ctbese 
with the microscope, assisted by such simple 
tests as iodine, which turns starch cells biue, 
and gluten (or albumnious) gianuiles yellow, 
hasengsged the careful attention of Dr. 
Ephraim Cutter, of Cambridge, and bis re- 
sults will startie most mothers 
who have relied upon the extravagant pre 
tenses set forth in the circulars of manufac- 
turers. Eliza McDonough, who preceded Dr. 
Cutter in this field, bas been in a measure 
discredited; but it appears that her assertion 
—that the starch, so far from being trans- 
formed into dextrine, was not sufficiently 
altered to render the recognition of ils souice 
d ficult, whether from wheat, rye, corn, ur 
bariey—was strictly true, and that these pre- 
tentious foods are, without exception, nearly 
valueless for dietetic purposes. All of them 
¢c msist of baked fleur mainly, either alone or 
mixed with sugar, mik, or salts. In some 
cases the bakiug has been inadequately per- 
formed, and the doctor found one that con- 
sisted merely of wheat and outs whose starch 
cel's were proximately in their natural con- 
dition. The general result of Dr. Cutter’s 
examination may ke _ stated in Oobrief 
terms as follows: There was scarcely a sin- 
gie one ofthe so-caliedinfant foods that con- 
tained a quantity of gluten as iarge as that 
contained in ordinary wheat flour. That is 
to say, a well-compounded wheat gruei is 
superior to any of them, particulariy when 
boiled with a iittle miik;fand mothers ere in 
errorwho place the slighiest depeudence upvn 
them. As respects one very expensive ar- 
ticle, professing to possess 270 parts in every 
1,000 of phospatic salts in connection with 
giuten, Dr. Cutter was unable to find any 
gluten at all. The thing was nearly pure 


starch, sold at an exortitant price as a nerye 
and brain food and a great remedv for rick- 
ets Sv ail through the list. Sometimes 
a trace of gluten was present, more ire- 
quently none at all. In one case there were 90 
parts of starch to ten of gluten; but this was 
exceptional, and the maj rity were less vaiu- 
able, ounce for ounce, than ordinary wheat 
flour. Censidering the semi-philantrhophic 
pretensions that bave becn put forth by the 
manufacturers of these foods, some of them 
sustained by the certificaies of eminent phy 
siciaus, the report of Dr. Cutter is one of the 
dreariest comments upon human nature that 
bas recentiy fallen under the notice of the 
journalist. But if the revelations he has 
made of fraud and pretense on the part of 
manufacturers in this fieid shall serve to pro- 
tect mothers from further betrayal and to 
rescue infant life from quack articies of nu- 
triment, his work, though giving a tremend- 
oue shock to our séensivilities and to our faith 
in medical certificates, will not have been 
done in vain.

A Persistent Lover.

Alexander K. Falconer, a member of Ply- 
mouth Church, Was arrested last night by 
Detective Michael Powers at 17 Lauafayetie 
place, this cliy,upon a charge of sending 
annoying letters to Mis- Hale, daughter of 
Heury A. Hale, of Columbia Heights.

He 
exchanged salutations with her there first, 
and one Sunday, after Sunday schoo), he 
stepped up to her on the street, made her ac- 
quaintance, and hada pleasant stroll with 
her. The interview seemed mutually agree- 
able, and caused him to think very affec.ion- 
ately ofher. He wrote to her, and received 
no answer, wrote again, and as she did not 
then reply he concluded that she could not 
have received the letter. He wrote then to 
seek some explanation of her silence. He 
did not hear from her, and, in fact, has never 
received a letter from her, but he was con- 
strained to believe that his letters had been 
intercepted, and he tried to reach her by per- 
sonals in the Heraid. Some personals that 
appeared he imagined to be from her, al- 
though he had no definite proof of this, and 
this increased bis anxicty to hear from her 
definitely. He was never able to secure a 
second interview with her. 

Some time ago he received a letter from 
Henry A. Hale, forbidding him from writing 
to his daugnter, but the letter gave no rea- 
son, except a parent’s disapproval, and, as he 
did not construe itto be the feelings of tbe 
young lady herself,whom be believed to be of 
age, he felt that he bad a right to disregard 
it.

According tothe law of England nobedy 
has property in adead pody. This ancient 
rule has just been affirmed by Mr. Justice 
Kay, whose decision will do much to en- 
courage the noble sport of body-snatching. 
Miss Eliza Williams had been cnarged with 
the task of cremating her brother in :aw, Mr. 
Henry Crookenden. Mr. Crookenden desired, 
like Achilles, to be buried in a vase. 
He was a person of esthetic tastes, 
and as he __ insisted that the vase 
shoula be of precious metal, a red and 
black Wedgwood jar was chosen. His hody 
was buried in Brompton Cemetery, and, on 
Miss Williams’ representations to the Home 
Office, was thence removed and burned at 
Milan.

A determined attempt at suicide, induced 
by trouble Of a marital nature, was perpe- 
trated by Mrs. Mary Smith, wife of Ignata 
Smith, a horse-trader, yesterday evening at 
o’clock, at their home, 2000 Oolum- 
bus street. Mr. and Mrs. Smith are both 


beyond the meridian of life and have beer 
married for i than twenty-five years, hav: 
ing celebrate their silver wedding some 
years ago. The last few eart 
ofa@their married lite have demonstrated 
that their natures were entirely incompatible, 
and during that time discord ofa violent na- 
ture has existed between them. On several 
occasions Mr. Smith has eee before the 
Police Court on the charge of 
maltreating his wife. For the last few days 
trouble has been brewing between the couple, 
which culminated yesterday evening. I¢ ap- 
pears that Mrs. Smith had at that time remon- 
strated with her husband for the mannesg 
in which he had been conducting himself— 
coming home intoxicated and abusing her.

NICHOL VS. GRANT. 


The New York Banker Flatly Contradicts 
Grant’s Denial. 


Thomas M. Nicho!, the Nev Yorx banker, 
arrived in St. Louis this morning. During the 
day he was found atthe Southern Hotel bya 
reporter of the Post DISPATCH, and his atten- 
tion calied to Gen.Grant’s denial of the correct- 


ness of a conversation between himself and Mr, 
Nichol, as recently given by Mr. N. in anin- 
terview inthe Chicago Evening Journal and 
extensively published. 

Mr. Nichol said: ‘‘I have seen Gen. Grant’s 
denial] as published in this morning’s Republi- 
ean. He is doubtless quite rightin saying he 
does not know me. Thereis nothing remark- 
able in tne fact that Gen. Grant should not 
specially identify me or remember a 
conversation with me more than with any one 
of hundred of other strangers who might call 
on him and have a féw minutes’ talk. It is not 
at all likeiy that I would forget the only cali I 
ever made on Gen Grant or fail to remember 
the subjects talked about and what he said 
on them. I called on Gen. Grant in 
his room in the Fifth Avenue Hotel, at 
Gen. Garfield’s request, and gave him a letter 
from Garfield. After reading the letter we had 
a few minutes’ conversation—perbhaps hait an 
hour. Part of the conversation was abous 
Gen. Rosecrans, and Grant did say what I re-

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KANSAS PROHIBITION. 


A Dead Letter in the Larger 
Towns in the State. 


A Thriving Saloon Business in the 
Shadow of the Capitol. 


Gov. St. John Accounts for the Par- 
tial Failure of the Law, 


And Gives Some Startling Prison 
Statistics in Favor of 
Prohibition.

The Two Parties Arming for a Final 
Fight—The Ultimate V&tory of 
the Temperance Party 
Assured. 


Letter from a Member of the Fditorial Staff. 

TOPEKA, KAS., March 22.—The experiment 
of prohibition is now almost a year old in 
Kansas—time enough to permit a close study 
of its working—time enough to justify a criti- 
cism upon its results. 

Does prohibition in Kansas prohibit? 

It does, and it doesnot. The police records 
of the large towns show no diminution in the 
amount of drunkenness, no lessening in the 
number of saloons, which are defiantly 
open in spite of the Constitution, the Gover- 
nor, the Legislature and the Supreme Court; 
butin the smaller towns the saloons have been 
closed and whisky as a beverage is difficult 
and sometimes impossible to get. 

The fairest statement of the condition of Kan- 
Sas to-day is to say that the prohibition 
clause in the Constitution and the statutes fol- 
lowing it have had little or no effect upon the 
people at large. They have not altered or 
abridged the facilities for getting 
alcoholic drinks. And the reason of 
this is very plain. Prior to the 
passing of the constitutional amendment the 
liquor traffic in Kansas was governed by what 
is known as the local option law. In order to 
open a saloon, the keeper was obliged to get 


the written assent of more than half the adult 
population, male and female, inthe township 
or school district in which he wished to do 
business. In those places which permitted 
saloous to be establishea under the old law, 
the new statutes are dead and inoperative. 
In places where the local option was against 
the establishment of grog shops the new law 
is stringently enforced. Until the next Legis- 
lature meets, in January, 1883, this condition 
will remain unchanged, but after that date pro- 
hibition will become general, for the Governor 
must have new and unforeseen powers before 
he canenforce the law and bring the law- 
breakers to punishment, the present execu- 


ht. This is the legal history 
of prohibition. Every pbvsician is opliged to 
file an affidavit with the Propate Judge of the 
county in which he practices that he will not 
Violate or evade either the spirit or the letter 
of the prohibirioa Jaw betore the bonded drug- 
stores, which are the only lega! depots of the 
liquor traffic, can honor his prescriptions, and 
no liquor may be sold without prescription. 
The punishment is cumulative, depending on 
the number of offenses, running from 
$100, to $1,000 fine and one 
year’s imprisonment. Oonviction depends 
upon the constitution of the jury called in the 
court, and as conviction has become im- 
possible in the large cities, it is easy to 
imagine what expert suborners of perjury the 
liquor men have become. 

All eyes, both of the prohbibitionists and 
the anti-prohibitionists, are turned toward the 
next election, when it is felt that the ques 

tion will be definitely settled. The Liquor 
Men’s Protective Assoctation, now 
& semi-secret organization of which Mr. Thos. 
Cochrane, the Chief of Police of Topeka, 
was and probably is the president, is the 
nucleus about which the anti-prohibition ele- 
ment is expected torally. These people place 
their hope of success in the 24,413 votes which 
were not cast on the temperance issue, and 


it is very openly intimated that the 
distilleries and breweries outside 
of Kansas are being taxed most 


heavily for the coming election, at 
which it is proposed to spend $200,000 to defeat 
St.John. Whatthey will effect remains to be 
seen, but should say thatit woulda require a 
very strong sense of duty to induce a decent 
man to train along with the whisky gang, the 
apostics of liberty of conscience’ in 
the matter of liquor being with- 
out any saving exceptions about 
as shabby and unwholesome a herd of bums 
and roughs as one would wish to meet even in 
Kansas. People who would be inclined to 
take the anti-prohibition side cannot help 
being affected by the diegraceful character of 
the gentlemen who are rallying around 
whisky, and who are making this fight simply 
as a matter of business. Not that the 
temperance people absorb all the virtue in the 
State. Those whom t met did not impres3 me 
as particularly able or intelligent. Some of 
them were evidently not over-sincere, but be- 
tweenthe two standards—and the issue in 
Kansas hascome to be total abstinence as 
against the meanest and flriest 
sort of rot-gut whisky—one would be apt to 
choose prohibition. 

I met Gov, 8t. John at the State-house, 
where I had an excellentopportunityto study 
thisremarkable man. You would not take 
him to be the Governorif you were not told 
aboutit; you would be more apt to imagine 
that gentleman was waiting to sell the Gov- 
ernor some lightning rods for the State-house, 
or that he was anxious toinsure the Govern- 
or’s life, rather than that he was the Governor 
himself. He has a thin, enterprising 
face, festooned wih th long, 
carefullv-kept mustache, the proper adjust 
ment of which keeps him busy about three- 
fourths of histime. Ue wasthe only man in 
Kansas that knew the temper of the people 
well enough torisk everything on a pronibt- 
tion fight—and to win a great and unexpected 
victory. Isuppose heis sincere. He has nut 
a sincere face—but that proves nothing—the 
man must believe in prohibition, or he could 
not have done such work for it. lie 
isaslow talker, andi do not believe that he 
is ballasted with much information beyond 
liquor and Kansas politics. 

Said Il: ‘*Governor, I have just come outofa 
saloon almost in the shadow of your State- 
house. Why aon’t you closeit up?’’ 

‘*T can not.’’ 

‘*Then prohibition does not prohibit?’’ 

‘‘Thatis nota fair statement of the case atall. 
I am made to admit that there is just as much 
whisky sold in Leuvenworth, Atchison, To- 
neka or Dodge City as there was before the 
prohibition law was passed, dbut that does not 
prove that pronibition is a failure.’’ 

‘*It doesn’t. Then what doesit prove?’’ 

‘*‘I proves that Mayorsand City Marshals 
can commit perjury with tempo- 
rary immunity, thatisall. It proves, not that 
the law is fauity, but that the executive offi 
cers of the law are not doing their duty. When 
the Legislature next meets a law will be passed 
forming asvstem of police commissiows for 
the large towns, under the (;overnor’scontrol, 
and we will then see whether the lignor trade 
can not be stamped out of this State. 
The law bas not hada fair trialin the large 
towns. The municipal officers have joined 
hands with the whisk«y ring, and they stand or 
fall together. I thinkit will be the latter alter- 


tive machinery being manifestly and admitted- 
ly unequal to the task. This power will doubt- 
less be putin his hands. In Kansas, as we!l as 
“ess ideal and moral communities, the law 
~a@nnot run ahead ofthe moral sense of the 
people, and no matter what charges the 
“udgesin Leavenworth, Atchison, Topeka, 
Dodge City, Lawrence and the other large 
towns may make, juries will not convict under 
-~ ad law. Thisis the situation ina nut- 
abel. 

In common with the rest of the world, I had 
been given to understand that prohibition was 
working very closely in Kansas, and that the 
thirsty moital who wished to sacrifice to Gam. 
brinus would have to call beer ‘‘sea-foam’’ 
and whisky ‘‘soda’’ in order to secure those 
beverages, and accordingly, when =I 
arrived in Leavenworth, I sought a 
‘‘drug store’’ to experiment upon. While 
looking for the pharmacy my attention was 
attracted toa sign swinging boldly in front of 
a couple of latticed doors: 

LUCIUS CRONIN. . 
Whisky, Gin, Rum. Imported Ales, 
Milwaukee Beer. 

I dropped in. ‘‘Can I have a little sea 
— gaid I, depositing a nickel on the 

ar. 

‘*Sea foam?’’ 

‘*Yes, sea foam.’’ 

‘*Well, 1 guess you could, if I could find out 
what itis.’’ 

‘*Wecall itbeer in Missouri.’’ 

‘*Well, when you want beerin Kansas, you 
ustget up and chirp ‘beer,’ and you'll fetch 
t every time. The sea-foam racket won’t 
work.’’ 

‘*But I thought the law—’”’ 

‘*D—n the law. The law don’t work in Leay- 
enworth, and don’t you forget it.’’ 

‘*How do you get round it?’’ . 

‘*‘Don’t get round it; we get through it. 
We wet «a license from the city 
authorities and let them fight it 
outamong themselves. When this law first 
passed ,we closed up, butreopened again right 
away, and we have stayed open ever since.’’ 

Mr. Oronin is only one of a hundred saloon. 
keepers in Leavenworth who have defied the 
law. Oases are pending against nearly all of 
them, but as long as that bulwark of American 
liberties. the jury system,survives, these cases 
wilt not de the grog-shop kecpers 
any harm. In Leavenworth, as wel) 
as in Atchison and Lawrence, I was 
advised to go straight to Topeka, where |] 
would find the full strength and the best pre. 
sentation of both sides ot the liquor war. [e- 
fore giving the results of my visit to that city, 
however, it may be well to state that 
from the best sources ot informa- 
tion in my reach it is certain that liquor is 
openly sold, as liquor, and not under alisas, 
in Leavenworth, Atchison, Wyandotte, Law. 
rence, Topeka, Junction City, Dodge City, 


Scranton, Wichita, Carbondale, Hayes 
Ofty, Caldwell, Honeywell, Osage 
City and a number of Smaller 


places. Itissold under coverin drug stores 
at Emporia, Wellington, Aolina, Abilene, Clay 
Oenter and Newton. There are not more than 
two or tliree villages in the State where, either 
openly or sub rosa, One may not procure as 
much whisky as one cares to drink. 

Topeka is the battiefield upon which the two 
ao of temperance and license have joined 
ue, Itis here that either army has its head. 
Quarters, and it is here that the struggle 
in the whole State is epitomized. Topeka isa 
beautiful town, full of bustling Western activi- 
ty, and giving every evidence of stavle and 
néalthy growth. The State-house at present 
consists of two wings which will be eventually 
ined together by a central building, and it is 
n the eastern half of this unfinished she!) that 
Kansas Prohibition comes to a focus; it is here 
that Gov. John P. St. John works at nis task of 
urifying the State. It was in this State. 
oe that the prohibitory§ Legislature 
was accomplished which has made Kansas go 
remarkable. It was on the 8th of February 
1879, that Senator Hamlin introduced a reso]iy. 
tioninto the Kansas Senate proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution of the State 
absolutely probibiting the manufacture or sale 
. ntoxicating drinks within the timits of the 
ommonweaith. The proposition was carried 
joint session and came before the people to 
yoted upon at the regular election, Novem. 
ber 2, 1880, when the prohibition amenda.- 
ment was made part of the organic law 
of State by a vote of 92,302 for prohibition, 
and 84,504 against, ainajority of 7,998. The 
yote for President at the same election ran:

In three-fonrthis 
of the State the iaw is being obeyed, 
You cannot argue that pronibition 
is A failure because whisky is 
sold in Kansas. We have laws against mue. 
der, and yet murder is committed. Nobody 
has yet urged the repeal of the criminal laws 
because they failed altogether to prevent 
crime.’’ 

‘‘Isitafactthat a great many people are 
leaving the State on account of the temper- 
ance lawg?’’ 

‘‘No, sir; itis nota fact. I am constantly 
traveliag all over Kansas, and _ since 
thatlie was put in circulation I have taken 
particular pains to ask inevery meeting I have 
addressed forthe facts about emigration and 
immigration. I have heard of but one head of 
a family leaving the State because of the new 
law, and I know of hundreds of families which 
have come to us on account of it. The balance 
sheet of population is altogether in favor of 
prohibition.’’ 

‘‘I¢ certainly is a most interesting experi- 
ment.’’ 

‘*Sir, itis not an experiment; it is a fact. 
Prohibition lays the axe to the very root of 
crime, and its effects are being seen already in 
our Penitentiary. Here isa statement which J 
have just received from Maj. Hopkins, the 
warden of our Penitentiary at Lansing,’’ and 
he handed me a paper, which I transcribe as 
follows:

‘‘Now,’’ said he, as I was arranging these 
figures, ‘‘the records of our Penitentiary show

These figures are very significant, remember- 
ingthat Prohibition began May 1, 1831. Now, 
Ihave been collecting various Penitentiary 
statistics which are of interestin this connec- 
tion.’’ And he read off the following figures: 
‘‘The lowa penitentiary reports that sixty per 
cent of the criminalsinthut prison attrinnute 
their incarceration to liquor. The Rhode fs!- 
and prison reports 6C per cent due to liquor: 
Georgia, 90 per cent; Auburn, N. Y., 65 per 
cent; Joliet, Ul., 33 per cent directly, 33 per 
cent indirectly; Oregon, 8744 per cent; Con- 
necticut, 75 per cent; Colorado, 55 per cent; 
Ohio, 65 per cent; Minnesota, 66 per cent; Mon- 
tana, 80 per cent; Concord, N. U., prison and 
almshonse, 75 per cent of crime and 87s per 
cent of pauperism; California, 90 per cent; 
Louisiana, 90 per cent; Texas, 62 per cent; 
Vermont, 75 percent; Michizan Oity, Northern 
Indiana, 75 per cent. Now these flenres were 
carefully compiled for me by the wardens of 
the different penitentiaries named. They mean 
simply the percentage Of crime attributable to 
liquor, and in that one sheet of paper there 
you have our whole case stated. If those per- 
centages donot call for prohibition at the 
hands of the State, then the State hus no duty 
towards society atall. And you mustremember, 
asthe Warden of the Michigan State Peniten- 
tiary, Mr. Humphrey, says in this letter; ‘I 
ara clear, however, that it is the whisky arank 
by the tather to afar greater extent than that 
drank by the son thatis chargeable with the 
criminal life of the son.” You may cali as 
fanatics, but if our fanaticism cuts at thess 
dreadful percentages is it not praisewerthy?'’ 
‘*‘Yes, but, Governor, isit nota fact that 
prohtbition, so far, at least, has not stopped 
the sale of whisky—has not Cut at these per- 
centages?’’ 

‘*‘The only avatiable test of the amount of 
liquor consumed, per capita, is to be found by 
examining the internal revenue returns. Iili- 
nols pays to the General Government, as tax

point of view, has not the State as much right 
tO pass sumptuary laws as laws reguinting 
what the peopie «hall eat or drink?’’ 
‘*‘Of course it has the right to pass sumptu- 
ary laws. There are sutiptuary laws in every 
State inthe Union. How far could you travel 
on Fourth street in St. Louis without any 
clothes on? How soon would you be arrested 
for wearing women’s clothes?’’ 

‘*In the country so far how has the law 
worked, Governor?’’ 
‘*Tne figures speak for themselves. Exceptin 
the great cities where the law is openly 
defied drunkenness and crime have diminish- 
ed to a remarkable degree. I think the easiest 
and réadiest proof of the success of prohibition 
which you can find is the fact that the rum 
power here—the distilleries, the brewers, the 
grugshop- keepers and the roughs—are fighting 
the law to the uttermost; unless they were 


convinced that prohibition means ruin to their 
to cor- 


business they would not resort 

ruption, bribery, perjury, ballot-box stuff- 

ing and every other criminal expedient 
There would 


to delay the day of reckoning. 
be no necessity for them to suborn witnesses, 
subsidize venal newspapers, or the jurors, un- 
less prohibition meant prohibition. We have 
to fizht not alone the liquor dealers of Kansas, 
but of the entire Union, The distillers all over 
the country can afford to subscribe liberally to 
a corruption fund to beat ptohibition or to 
ecotch it. If prohibition did not prohibit,would 
these men squander their money in Kansas? 
Not much.’’ 

‘*‘Thney mean to make a fight on you in con- 
vention, I understand?’’ 

‘*‘Yes, sol am told.’’ 

‘*What will be the result?’’ . 
‘‘The result will be that there will be & 
straight prohibition majority—a prohibition 
majority, mind, of at least sixty thousand. I 
know the temper and the feeling ot Kansas and 
I know that that is the fact.’’ 

‘*How will the parties divide upon the ques- 
tion?’’ 

‘*T suppose thatthe Republicans will in their 
platform call for a rigid enforcement of the 
law asit stands. The Democrats will either 
pass the question by, orthey may deprecate 
the attack upon the liberty of the individual, 
as it is put.’’ 

‘*And you have no fears of the result?’’ 

‘*AbDsolutely none. The nallification 
attempted in the large towns will 
not last past the next sitting of the 
Legislature, in January next, You can say 
that, with all certuinf¥, Kansas is committed 
to prohibition, and the State is stronger than 
the lawbreakers. The rum power will have to 
give way before the strong arm of the law. is 

after leaving Gov. St. John, I went to see 
Mr. Tom Cochrane, the osteusible leader 
of the liquor party and the Chief 
of Police of Topeka. This person 
is hardly worth a pen picture. Just imagine 
one of the old time barxeepers on the lower 
river boats grizzie his hair alittle and clothe 
himin bine, decorated with brass buttons, 
aud you have the efficient officer for whose 
arrest and conviction onthe charge of mal- 
feasance in oflice Gov. St. John offers a reward 
of $300. Mr. Cochrane was in the OCifty 
Clerk's oflice overseeing the regis- 
try of voters against the municipal eiection 
which comes off on April 5, and he was ina 
very cheerful frame of mind over the fact that 
210 anti Pronibitionists had registered as 
avainst ¢ighty-six Prohibitionists and fifty- 
three doubtful. *‘Look there,’’ said he to ine, 
‘if you Want to see how Topeka stands; not 
one of those men butis anti-prohibition.’’ 

I looked at the mob of jioafers and tramps 
who were crowding arcund the clerk’s desk, 
and thought how proud Topeka ought to be of 
her anti-prohibition sentiment. A fiithier.- 
lookiog lot of whisky-sodden beasts it would be 
hard to find in the St. Louts Soup- house. 

‘*‘Yes,’’ Isaid, ‘‘they lookit. They seem to 
be anti-everything, infact. Don’t you imag- 
ine thatit that gentleman inthe overalls were 
to wash himself and come back hecould regis- 
ter over again without being detected?’’ 

Mr. Cochrane regarded this statement as 
purely facetious, Dut it contains crystals of 
frozen truth. 

‘*'The time for the State Republican Conven- 
tion has not been set yet, has it?’’ 

‘‘No,’’ said Mr. Cochrane. 


‘*Yes: he mnet be beateninthe convention. 
There are pets offering even that he will be 
beaten there.’’ 

‘*By whom?’’ 

‘*We bave not settled upon our man as yet. 
It wi!] not do to make any mistakes. We must 
combine every element of strength, and it fis 
not easy to tind a man fulfilling all these con- 
ditions,.’’ 

‘*who are named?’’ 

‘‘Just say that the man will. be forthcoming 
atthe property time—never mind his name.’”’ 

Mr. Cocbrane’s disinelination to give names 
is chietly expiainabie upon the ground 

inside 


that the uuti prohibitionists 
the Republican party do not seem to 
have a lender whose name would 


notexcite derision and contempt throughout 
the State. They seetn to be stroogin nuut- 
bers, but badly off color in respectability, 
whichisthe shortest way to pnras® their or- 
phaned condition. Neariy oil the agitation is 
being made by men engaged in the retail 
whisky trade and their saloon following, 
They are men who can fix a primary 
or stuff a ballot-box withthe ease and pieci- 
sion ofa St. Louis cabbage ward statesman, 
but they gonofurther thanthis. The hansas 
people are crochetty and peculiar, and there 
is no distilled or fermented Josbua inthe pack 
that could command the votes of any man not 
having a money interest in the grog business, 

It is supposed that this element will go Over 
to the Democracy if it fails to secure anything 
in the Republican convention, but the respecta- 
bie Democrats will hardly be able to stand 
the gamey odor oftheir new ved-fellows, and 
altogether theliquor menarein anunenviable 
position. 

They have not borne themselves so as to con- 
ciliate any of the conservative elements which 
might be willing to stop the temperance people 
from running to extreines. For instance they 
had suits instituted against churches in differ- 
ent parts of the State, charging them with un 
lawfully using sacramental wine, whieh cer- 
tainly does not eome under Any 
of the exceptions provided in the statute. But 
the Attorney-General found a loop-hole for the 
State toevade the prosecution, and the anti- 
prohibitionists were left with the disagreeable 
reflection that they had hopelessly alienated 
every church member in the State.’’ 

In fine, Gov. St. John will probably be tri- 


umphantliy renominated and re-elected. 
The next Legislature’ will be thor- 
oughly prohibitionist;, and will give him 


such powers as he asks tor the suppression of 
the liquor trade, Theend will be fora time, 
at least, that, while the saloon business will 
never be thoroughly obliterated, it will pass 
in Kansas into the same dim and hidden places 
asthe gambler and the demi-mondaine now 
occupy. HADJI.

From tLe Minneapolis Tribune, March 12. 

At a meeting of the Minneapolis Board 
Trade held on Friday morning, March 
the following resolution was offered by Mr.

Mr. President and Gentiemen of the Board

In amatter of such vital and enduring 
consequence as the determination by a young

’ city of the kind of floor it will lay upon iis 


outdoor parlor—for that is, in fact, the rela- 
tion which an acceptable pavement sus- 
tains to the streets of « flourishing metrop- 
olis—it is the Guty «f every citizen to contrib- 


ute to the general stock of information the 
results of whatever insight his  ob- 
" servation, experience and study have 
afforded. Hence I respond to 


the request of the Board of Trade of Minneap- 
olis, that I should vive the conclusions I have 
come to resulting from my late tour of obser- 
vation in search of the pavement of the period, 


with pleasure; and if I shall succeed as the 
result of the facts and testimony of the ex- 
erts of this and otber countries which I 
ave gathered tovether, and the study of the 
best current thought on tbe subject, in 
throwing any iigbt upon the dark piaces of 
our municipal iuvestigation, I shall deem my- 
self peculiarly happy. It was no new idea ot 
a distinguished London engineerin a recent 
discussion of this subject, that “‘vood roads 
are at the root of civilizativoa,” and that “no 
nation which ever made proyvress in this 
direction had neglected its roads.” Ee might 
have added that the nations which were dis- 
tinguished by their wealth and material pros- 
perity were equally careful to provide well 
paved avenues upon which their commerce 
might be easily and cheaply conducted. 
Rome, the mosi civilized, and Curthage, the 
most thrifty, of ancient cities, were both dis- 
tinguished for the excellence und durability 
of their highways. 
THE APPIAN WAY, 
built by the Roman Censor Claudius 500 veurs 
before Christ, bears evidence tu this day of 
the striking thoroughness of its construction: 
and excavations among the ruins of Pompeii 
and other ancient cities distinguished for 
their progress jin art have brought to light 
indisputable evidences of the important part 
which the roadways and pavements of that 
od op one in their culture and prosperity. 
o bring the maiter hume, Mr. President, 
who can doubt that the merchants of Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul, in the disgusting ob- 
structions which their caravans of commerce 
have encountered in their efforts to push 
through the mud and filth of our sloughs of 
despond, miscalled streets, and the addi- 
tional force they have been compelled to em- 
ploy to accomplish their work, have paida 
tax which would have covered our streets 
with a tesselated floor; and who can question 
that our citizens generally, in the exorbitant 
prices they were compelled during the muady 
eason of last fall to puy for hay and oats, for 
wheat and corn, for fuel and vegetables, were 
assessed asum which would have threaded 
_ two counties with graveled roads? 


GREAT DUAL CITY, 

Mf. President, which should be the jeweled 
queen of the vast domain at our back, and 
who should sit at the gateway of her empire

rags and filth and contagion, and causing the

A travel which would 
be concentrated and heayy uponthe narrow 
causeways of London, or the circumscribed 
lanes of Montreal, compelling the wheels of 
traffic to follow each other in the grinding 
ruts, and acquiring a substanceto withstand 
its continual pounding as durable as the gran- 
ite hills, would, upon the broad and gener- 
ous thoroughfares of Washington or Minne- 
apolis, be so spread out and diversified as to 
admitof the use of the elegant asphaltic 
floors which are the glorv of the former city.

ter of the city tenanted by !awyers, doctors, 
scholars or tradesmen; or again, a street run- 
ning alonga railroad center, bordered by 
great and meagerly tenanted warehouses, 
might waste its flinty din upon the unheeding 
air; whereas, if threadiag a district of resi- 
dences, or pnfsing bya hosnital, a church or 
a school-house, would carry 
CONDEMNATION AND ANATHEMAS 
allalong its thunderous aod nerve-exciting 
way. And stil! again, a pavement of macadam, 
which, winding among the trees and bordering 
the lakes of a park, or stretching away upon a 
fast-driving boulevard, and which, when 
closely nursed and tended, isa model drive, 
if transferred to the heavy avenues of trafilic 
would become what the macadamized streets 
of any business thoroughfare in the world 
must inevitably be—eitber slimy, impassable 
avenues of mud, or deserts of powdered 
gravel an‘ stone, which the breezes disport 
into clouds of blinding and permeating dust. 
NO MODEL PAVEMENT. 

Unfortunateiv, Mr. President, the vave- 
ment problem 1s still more complicated by tke 
imperfections and unadaptability to clamor- 
ing requiremen's of the prevailing substances 
used for pavements themselves. Il regret to 
say that the model pavement for anv locality 
is stillan undiscovered quantity. Neither of 
those at present in use combines all of the 
qualities of a perfect pavement. That which 
is the most desirable on account of its dura- 
bilitv, 1s the most objectionable on account of 
its noise, and the most destructive to locomo- 
tion; that which is the smoothest and easiest 
of traction, is the slipperiest and most costly; 
that which is the most agreeable to drive 
upon is the most disagreeable to live by the 
side of: that which combines cheapness, 
cleanliness, noiselessness, ease of traction, a 
good foothold and the least wear to man and 
beast, is objectec to because of its alleged un- 
healthfulness and want of duratilitv. The 
question to determine, then, upon the whole, 
is, Which of the pavements in current use 

COMBLNE THE MOST DESIRABLE POINTS 
forthe particular useor kind of wear to 
which it is to be subjected, and for the neigh- 
borhood in which it isto be putdown. A 
wise answer tothis question will giveto St. 
Paul and Minneapolis the best pavement 
in vogue for each street requirine such pro- 
tection. 

THE PREVAILING PAVEMENTS. 

The pavements in sufficiently common use 
to be entitled to mention in the present con- 
nection. are six in number, as follows: The 
different varieties of stone, the different va- 
rieties of macadam, the untreated wood, the 
treated wood, the monolithicor sheet asp- 
halt, and the asphalt block. Of the varieties 
of stones, the (.uidet block granite is super- 
seding all others, including the Beigian 
block, the trap rock, the lime or the blue 
stone, and the cobble, except in so faras the 
latter is preferred by street railway compa- 
nies for use between their tracks. 

THE GUIDET BLOCK 
isasimple parallelopipedon, from eight to 


| lent condition. 


; 
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twelve inches lon: , six to eight inches deep, 
and from three and a halifto fovr inches 
thick, laid in parallel rows crosswise of the 
street, upon a bed of sand or concrete as may 
be determined. Gunidet himself, the inventor 
of this pavement, recommends that the "pper 
and lower edges of these blocks be beveled, 
and the centers be placed compactiy together, 
thus affording lateral support, at the same 
time that sufficient seams are left open upon 
th.e surface to give a good foothold for horses. 
This is the pavementof Broadway, Fulton 
street and Fifth avenue, of New York, all of 
which I was informed by Mr. Guidet,in a 
pleasant interview in which he descanted elo- 
quently upon tbe superiority of his pave- 
ments, were iaid by himself. 
THE BROADWAY PAVEMENT 
is laid on cement—cost $6 per square yard, 
and is to-day a pretty badly demoralized high- 
way. Fulton street bas recently been payed, 
and is of course in good condition. South 
Fifth avenue, Which has been down ten years 
on a sand foundation, and is subject to atrav- 
el of over 9,000 vehicles per day, is in excel- 
Thus it is demonstrated that 
yranite on concrete is not necessarily endur- 
ing, nor the sume on sand necessarily the con- 
trary. Should granite be resorted toin any 
portion of Minneapolis or St. Paul, I am of 
the opinion that the use of concrete would 
be a superfluous luxury. Notso, however, 
the use of asphaltum in the seams  be- 
tween the stones, which is reeommended and 
adopted by Major Twining, the accomplished 
engineer of Washington, and by Engineer 
Deacon, one of the highes! practical sauthori- 
ties on paving in Great Britain, who makes 
use of it not only as a 
DEADENER OF SOUND, 

but as a defense of the foundation against the 
percolations of water or other liquids, and as 
a preventive of the absorption of putrescent 
matter iuto the interstices of the pavement. 

The weicht of authority (atleast numeri- 
cally considered), among the engineering ex- 
perts whom I visited, is in favor of the cran- 
ite block as the pavement for heavily traveled 
streets. Nowhere did I find this recommen- 
dation, however, coupled with any experi- 
ence in the use of 


THE CEDAR BLOCK. 
Wherever the latter has been tried with any 
degree of thoroughness, it is used alike upon 
light and heavy streets,and with excellent 
resuits. But of this I shall speak further 
on. Thequestionto be confronted now is, 
admitting for the nonce that granite is the 
best for heavily traveled streets,have wein 
St. Paul or Minneapolis any streets coming 
under that definition as ordinarily under- 
stood? Lanuswer emphatically that we have 
not. To demonstrate this beyond pcrad- 
venture, I will submit 
A FEW SIGNIFICANT FIGURES. 

It is admittea, I believe, that Washington 
avenue in Minneapolis is our moat heavily 
traveled thoroughfare. On Monday and 
Tuesday last, the Pioneer Press, which is 
doing its best to solve the pavement problem, 
statione:| men on that street for the purpose 
of counting the vehicles passing a given point 
during the day, the point chosen being the 
center of the block between Nicollet avenue 
and First avenue south, because the stream 
of travel to and from the suspension bridge 
going southwardly passes this section, and 
there are probably more teams traversing it 
than any block on the street. Including the 
street cars 

THE NUMBER OF VEHICLES 


passing both wavs in nine hours, to-wit, from 
8 to 12 a. m., and from 1 to 6 p. m., was 1,629 
Of these, 731 were double teams, and 8&8, in- 
cluding the street cars, single teams; total 
1,629, which gives an average of 

ONE HUNDRED AND SIXTY-NINE PER HOUR. 
Adding this average for three additional 
hours (which I do for the sake of.some com- 
parisons which will follow), would give a to- 
tal for twelve bours of 2,136 teams. The 
number of horses attached to these 1,629 
teams was 2,360, and adding thereto the aver- 
age number for the three extra hours, or 12 
hours altogether, would give a total of 3,146 
The count of Tuesday * and emg about the 
same result. Now, as Monday and Tuesday 
were unpleasant days under foot, I make an 
allowance for ashortage of the ordinary travel 
of nearly 25 per cent, and assume that the av- 
erage travel of the street is 4,000 horses per 
day of 12 bowrs. I have no data whereby I 
can give the number of teams passing Broad- 
way in New York ver 4 but by a report of 
Allen Campbell, thea. efficient commia- 
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sioner of its streets, and now the city eomp- 
troller, who, in a series of tests of the — 
RELATIVE SLIPPERINESS 
of different pavements in Fifth avenue, be- 
tween Twenty-fifth and Twenty-seventh 
street, had occasion to make a careful count, 
running through severa! months, I learn that 
8,600 horses piss 2 given point in that street 
per day. Now, those of us who are faniiliar 
witb the relative amountof travel on the two 
streets,will readily agree with me that Broad- 
way, whichis One of the heaviest traveled 
streets in the world, has at least double that 
amount, or atravel of 17,4/0 horses per day, 
or more than four and a third times the 
amount of travel on our avenue. Now, as 
Broadway 1s scarcely more than half the 
width of Wasbington avenue, the actual wear 
and tearto which our pavement would be 
subjected per lineal foot would be only about 
one-eighth that of Broadway. 
A FEW STRIKING FACTS, 

But I have some comparisons based upon 
actual data gathered by experienced experts, 
of still more striking significance. They have 
awayinthe cities of Europe of pursuing 
scientific investigations regarding matters of 
this vital importance which are attended by 

eculiarly interesting and irstructive results. 

*artiularly is this the cave in the city of Lon- 
don, where every step attending the public 
improvements of the city is accompanied by 
the most exhaustive investigation by experts 
of the most experienced character. One of 
the subjects of inquiry directed by the Street 
Commissioners to be pursued by their distin- 
guished engineer, Mr. William Haywood, 
prior to the adoption of the wood pave- 
ments which are now being extensively laid 
in that city, was the relative slipperiness of 

GRANITE, WOOD AND ASPHALT 
pavements. Mr. Haywood’s investigations 
on this subject were exhaustive, and I for- 
tunately have a copy of his report, which is 
full of surprises for the inquisitive searcher 
aiter information upon this particular branch 
of the subject. I also havea brochure con- 
taining exhaustive essays by two distinguished 
members of the London Institution of Civil 
Eogineers upon the subject of pavements in 
veneral and wood in particular, Messrs. G. F. 
Deacon and QO. H. Howarth, both of them 
practical pavement superintendents of large 
experience, togetber with the discusson had 
thereon by the members of the institution. 
From jhese brochures I 'earn, as the result of 
an oflicial count, that the average travel on 
King William street, in London, north of 
Arthur street, is 21,i62 horses. This street is 
not quite so wide as Washington avenue, 
which, being taken into account, shows that 
this pavement is subject to 
FIVE TIMES THE WEAR 

that our avenue will be when narrowed to 
sixty-four feet, Which is to be its width wien 


paved. : 
Vhitechapel road has a travel of 8,242 
horses, and is 55 feet wide, which ‘vould be 


equivalent to a travel of 9,600 horses on the 
64 feet of Washington avenue. 

Minories strect has a travel of 6,819 borses 
on 33 feet of width, which would be equiva- 
lent to 15,000 horses as against our 4,0U0 on 
Washi: gtonu avenue. 

Leadenhall street bas a travel of 7,960 
horses on 30 feet of width, equivalent to 17,000 
horses on our heaviest street. 

Oxford street has atravelof 21,958 horses 
on its 47 feet, equivalent to a travel of 24,640 
horses on our avenue of 64 “eet. 


Gracecburch street has a travel of 15,792 
horses on its 52 feet of width, equivalent to 
$1,584 horses on our 64 feet of width. 


And Strand and Fleet street has a travel of 
°1 O70 horses on its 57 feet of width, equal to 
36,480 horses on ou: avenue of 64 feet, or to 
42,750 horses on Washington avenue. at its 
present width of 75 feet. ‘pn other words, the 
pavement of Strand and Fleet street in Lon- 
don is, upon its circumscribed width, sub- 
ject to neariy 

ELEVEN TIMES THE WEAR AND TEAR 
of our heaviest street. Now, of course you 
will conclude that this latter immensely trav- 
eled street, and ali the other London thor- 
oughfares whose heavy travel I have cited, 
are paved with cranite of the most fiinty sort? 
Not at all! Thev are paved with the com- 
monest kind of common wood, 80 common 
that we look upon it in this locality with con- 
tempt. They are 
PAVED WITH NORWAY PINE! 
Now, there are none who wiil dispute 
cedar is vastly better, tougber,of closer grain, 
and twice as enduring, particularly when 
placed in the soil (as is the case with fence 
posts, telegraph poles and paving blocks) 
as pine. All experience shows this witb 
respect to the posts and poles, and Chicago 
and Detroit have demonstrated it with re- 
spect to cedar blocks. But in our superior 
wisdoin, our wider experience, our more ex- 
tended investigations, our  wprofounder 
science, we have come tothe conclusion that 
wecanand must and will and shail have 
granite on a street traveled by 4,000 horses, 
when the great city of London, led thereto by 
centuries of experience, of careful 
tion, of minute investigation and test and 
comparison in every possible particular, is 
EMPLOYING WOOD 


on streets subject to eieven times the wear 

of the busiest thoroughfare we can pro- 

duce! 
SOME SINGULAR OBSERVATIONS, 

In the particular investigation instituted 
by Mr. Haywood, he developed, as I re- 
marked above, some facts which have upset 
in a surprising way some of the prevailing 
assumptions with regard to wood pavements. 
He demonstrated, by a series of e:. periments 
of the most exha stive character, running 
through two mouths of time, in which he 
included the iniluence of weather, direction 
of the wind, the effect of rain, of differing 
degrees of dampness, cleanlinesss, tem- 
perature, speed of trailic, the gradients 
encountered, and differing seasons of the 
year, that of the three pavements of granite, 
asphalt and wood, the former is by far the 
most slippery and productive of 

ACCIDENTS TO HORSES, 
and the wood the least so. Even asphalt, 
which public opinion has set down as the 
slipperiest of ail pavements, rises above the 
granite in this comparison, although I am 
bound to say that like experiments instituted 
by Allen Campbel!, of New York, between 
granite and asphait alone, show a different 
result. But Mr. Haywood’s investigaticns 
place wood at so great an advantage over 
either of the other materials, that its super- 
iority will hardly be disputed. I regret that 
your time will not permit me to give an out- 
line of the careful method pursued by Mr. 
Haywood ia arriving at his facts. I canonly 
give you 
THE RESULTS. 

He found,in general, that on a granite pave- 
ment a horse would travel 132 miles before an 
accident occurred to him; on an asphalt 
pavemeut, 191 miles; on a wood pavement 
other than ligno-mineral, 446 miles. He 
found, further, thatin dry weather a horse 
would travel on the granite 78 miles without 
accident, on the asphalt 225 miles, and on the 
wood 646 miles. On a damp granile pavement 
be would travel 168 miles, on the asphalt 125 
miles—the granite here getting the better of 
the asphalt—and on wood 193 miles. Ona 
wet granite pavement he found that the horse 
wouldtravel 537 miles before fallirg, on the 
asphalt 192 miles, and on the wood 452 miles 
—the granite here being superior to either. 
But in the general average of weather, in 
which, during the period of investigation in 
London, the dry preponderated, as it certain- 
ly would doin this locality, the result was as 
I tirst stated it, giving the borse a pul! three 
times as long on the wood before coming to 
harm as on the granite, and over twice as 
iong as on the asphalt. Another interesting 
fact was elicited by Mr. Haywood, and that is 
that of those accidents whith are 

MOST DESTRUCTIVE TO TRAFFIC, 
as well an injurious to the horses, and hence 
of course to vehicles, asphalt produced the 
most, granite the next and wood the least. 
Further, of the total falls, as against those 
on knees or haunches, wood also came off 
largely ahead, the number credited toit dur- 
ing thirty-two days’ obeervations being only 
thirty-nine, as against 19) on the asphalt and 
134 on the granite, It must be added, con- 
cerning these observations, that, as regards 
the condition of the three kinds of pavement 
tested, the asphalt was the best, the wood 
next and the granite third. This cannot, 
however, account for the wide difference in 
results reached by Mr. Haywood and Mr. 
Allen Campbell, of New York, regarding 
accidents happening to horses on the two 
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kinds of pavement, asphalt and granite. Mr. 


Haywood found that 
45 PER CENT MORE ACCIDENTS 
happened on the granite than on the asphalt, 
while Mr. Campbell found that over a bhun- 
dred per ceat more happened on the asphalt 
than on the granite. Mr. Campbell accounted 
for this in ope wav by saying that the asphalt 
pavement on which ‘he tried the experiment 
was only 209 feet in length; that mud vas 
brought on to it from the adjacent stone 
pavements, and that horses do not become 
accustomed to tne smooth pavement in so 
shurt a distance, ag they invariably do upon 
‘lo which we may add 
that the New York asphalt was the Neuscha- 
tel, or rock variety, not the Trinidad asphalt 
used in Washington, and is much the slip- 
periest sort used in this country. Further- 
more I believe, from the general success and 
favor of asphalt pavements in London and 
Paris, that there must be something in ite 
construction or the climatic conditions affect- 
ing it which gives it a superiority in this re- 
spect over that used in this country. 
WOOD PAVEMENTS, 

But to come nearer home with respect to 
wood pavements, we find them used exclu- 
sively in Chicago and Detroit, and preferred 
in Milwaukee, Buffalo, and all other cities 
which have giventhem a fair trial. Now, 
do not confuse these with the old Nicholson 
or pine variety, which has been discarded 
everywhere, aud which only here and there 
an individual of tenacious prejudices attempt 
to advocate or defend. The wood pavement 
of present prevailing use is 

THE CEDAR BLOCK, 
which Chicago for five years and Detroit for 
eight and ten years have been exclusively 
using on their business thoroughfares, 
whether of light or of heavy travel, and 
which these cities are pioneers in adopting. I 
believe the people of thesé cities, and the ex- 
perienced experts of London, who have de- 
cided in favor of wood, as combining on the 
whole the most qualities of a desirable pave- 
ment, are entitled to be followed in Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul, because, of the varieties 
of pavement likely to be adopted in this Iati- 
tude, to-wit: granite, micadam and wood, 


this pavement is, compared first with gran- | 


ite: 

(1) The cheapest. 

(2) The most durable in proportion to its 
cost. 

(3) The most agreeable of locomotion to 
man and beast. 

(4) The most noiseless. 

(>) Affords the best foothold for horses. 

(6) ‘The easiest of traction. 

(7) The most healthful. 

(5) The most easily and cheaply cleaned. 

Now, taking up these claims im 
order, | will demonstrate in the first place 
that the cedar block is 

THE CHEAPEST. 

It will be found by our city authorities be- 
fore they are done that they cannot lay gran- 
ite for a less price than other cities are com- 
pelled to pay no more favorably situated 
with respect to a quarry than we are. Al- 
ready the tirst and cheapest bid made for the 
furnishing of granite blocks has been repu- 


‘diated by the contractor, and the next high- 


est bidder puts up the price twenty tive per 
cent. Now, the last bidder may furnish usa 
lot at this price. but he will come out of his 
enterprise as most amateur workers In gran- 
ite do. The cost of granite pavement in this 
city will ultimately be not less than $3 50 per 
square yard, and if laid on concrete, at least 
S4. But for argumept’s sake we will place 
it at the unprecedented ngure,in the West, 
of $3 per square yard. ‘There are contrac- 
tors in the city 
READY TO LAY CEDAR BLOCKS 

on two inch plank with interstices filled and 
vell rammed with gravel, and a coating of an 
inch andahalf of gravel over all, for $1 25 
per square veard. But we wiiladd five cents 
forsafety. and cailit $1 30. It has been laid 
in Chicago withina vear for less than a dol- 
lar per yard, the contracts for which I saw at 
the oflice of the engineer. Now, my own 


observation and the testimony of ex- 
perts and  engineel in Chicago and 
Detroit convince me toat ten vears is the 


shortest average duration of a zedar block 
pavement well laid on a good foundation. 
The engineer of streets of Chicago placed it 
at fifteen years, and at tweuty it kept in good 
repair. The difference b<.ween the first cost 
per yard, 


cent is $102. Ninety cents per vard will lay 
a new pavement on the old fuundation,exper-

PRACTICALLY EVERLASTING, 

and the grading of course hb: to be done but 
once, leaving 12 cents per yardto go toward 
repairs, which will cost no more than the 
rranite pavement. Thus, the _ interest 
onthe difference in cost between the two 
pavements will perpetuate’ the wood 
pavement, provided that it hastobs renewed 
every ten years (as it will not), while the 
vranite, when it is renewed, has no sinking 
fund of this sort to draw upon, but must be 
a new and entire tax upon the property af- 
fected. So that, without reference to tb cost 
in wear and tearto horses and vehicles of 
eranite over wood, the latter is the cieaper 
But the consideration 


ANIMALS AND VEHICLES 
and the question of the force of tractionjare 
factors in tbe problem of vital consequence. 
In demonstrating how mucaoso,l again re- 
sort to the careful investigations of the 
British engineers. Mr. G. F. Deacon, in 
one of the essays to which [ have already re- 
ferred, tells us a+ aresult or his experiments 
substituting a comparatively smooth 


in 

‘stone pavement for a rougher one, 
and testing the result with the 
dynanometer, that the aifference 


in favor of the smoother pavement, which ad- 
mitted of heavier loads and mere rapid tran- 
sit, amounted, in a computation of the cost of 
traffic at ls 6d per ton, to £10,900, or $50,000 
ver year for everv mile of the new pavement 
now laid in the dock lin2 of streets in Liver- 
pool. This calculation is entirely independ- 
ent of the saving in wear and tear to horses 
and vehicies, Which Mr. Deacon says 1s a dif- 
ficult factor to estimate; but he is satistied 
tbat “if the wear and tear of horses and carts 
could be included, the $50,000 per mile wou!d 
be found to be considerably less than the ac- 
tual measure of the benefit, apart from clean- 
liness and reduction of noise and cost of main- 
tenance which the public derive from com- 
paratively perfect pavements.” Now, if this 
saving results merely from the substitution 
of a somewhat more smooth and even surface, 
what vast benefit would result from the sub- 
stitution of a wood paveloent for both? I rest 
this part of the argument with the assump- 
tion that 
NO MAN WILL DISPUTE 

that wood is vastly the cheaper material of 
thetwo. So faras macadam is concerned, it 
is known by everybody to be fora period of 
years the most costly pavement ever invent- 
ed, and increasing so in proportion as travel 
iucreares upon it. 

It follows from the preceding demon- 
stration that the second of my assumptions, 
that 

WOOD IS THE MOST DURABLE 
in proportion to its cost, is established. A 
pavement which will perpetuate itself upon 
the interest of the difference between its 
cost and that of its competitor, is nececs- 
sarily the most durable in proportion to its 


cost. 
That it is the 
MOST AGRI EBLE 
of locomotion to man anid beast, it needs no 
waste of breath to demonstrate. Also thai 
it is the 
MOST NOISELESS, 
except as to macadam. 
That it affords 
THE BEST FOOTHOLD FOR HORSES 
has been conclusively proved by the experi- 
ments of Mr. Haywood, above cited. None 
will dispute that it is the 
EASIEST OF TRACTION. 

It is the most healthfa!, because, in respect 
to the absorption of liquids between the 
blocks, the unpacked sand in the interstices 
of the granite4s vastly more porous than the 
rammed gravel forced and cemented into the 
interstices of the cedar Liocks; and there is 
the element of distraction to the brain and the 
shattering of nerves which the granite pro- 
duces, from which the wood is wholly free. 
As for macadam, itis a 

SIMPLE BLANKET SPUNGE, 
which absorbs all liquid substances and the 


Ps atiniiiltbin of all forms of putrescence, and 
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exudes them in the most facile possible way 
into the surrounding atmospbere. 
GRANITE A *“*NECESSARY EVIL.”’ 

The use of ggranite, wherever resor'ed to, 
is, in the words of Allan Campbell, of New 
York, a necessary evil. This gentiemen told 
me he had been repeatediy besought by peo- 
ple occupying residence streets in New York 
to substituce some other material for pave- 
ments. He was constantly making experi- 
ments, when in the street department, with 
other substauces,with this end in view. Mac- 
adam would not do even in the residence 
portions of New York, on account of its dust, 
its mud, and the excessive cost of its main- 
tenance. He could not try wood, because the 
cedar block was not to be had in that locality, 
and the era of pine in New York was the era 
of Tweed, and the pine pavements were so 
shabbily laid during that reign that the very 
name of wood was offensive tothe people. 
He had laid sections of both monolithic (or 
sheet) asphalt, and asphalt blocks on Fifth 
avenue, and these were on trial with 

EXCELLENT PROSPECTS OF SUCCESS. 

He had strongly recommended a more ex- 
tensive trial of these materials, with proba- 
bilities, depending upon the result of the ex- 
periments going on, of success. In a late 
report Mr. Campbell, speaking of Fifth 
avenue, said: **‘A smooth, noiseless and dur- 
able pavement on this great central thorough- 
fare in the place of stone would bea boon of 
the highest value.” In Boston I was in- 
formed by Mr. Harris, for seventeen years 
the superintendent of its streets, that the 
authorities of that citv were compelled to put 
down other material than stone in order to 
keep the inhabitants from 

FLEEING TO THE SUBURBS, 
thus depriving the city of the revenue from 
taxes on their residence property. Hence 
but 100 miles of stone pavements were con- 
tained in that city, against 200 of macadam, 
which latter materiai was adopted on account 
of the abundance of the material, its 
peculiar excellence in that locality and its 
great cheapness. The objections to it, how- 
ever, on the score of mud and dust and cost 
of maintenance, were great. 

DESERTED SFONE STREETS. 
aIn Detroit are several residence streets 
paved with stone, which, I was informed by 
one of the aldermen, were almost wholly 


forsaken by carriages for the wooden pave- 
ments. The milkman and the scavenger | 
were all who ventured upon them or did 
them honcr. Property wus much cheaper 
un these streets than on the streets paved 
with wood. [in Washington the street run- 
ning from Seventh or Ninth at Pennsyl- 
vania avenue to the Court-house is paved 
with granite, and it is curious to observe 
the deserted aspect of that street in com- 
parison with the asphalt floors which sur- 
round it and receive the travel. In Chicago, 
on Market street between Washington and 
Madison, are four squares, two of wood and 
two of stone, situated like this: 
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- | wood pavement, in many cases doubling its 
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It is curious to watch the stream of travel! 
as it keeps to the wood sides of this street, 
crossing the corners of the stone only as itis 
obliged to at the center intersections. And 
it will be so in St. Paul and Minneapolis 
wherever granite is empioved. The : 

TRAVEL WILL AVOID THE STREETS 
eontaiaing it like a pestilence, an property 
wilt becomeé cheaper, while the taxes resuit- 
ing from paving with the more costly material 
will be higher. 

CONSIDERATIONS OF HEALTH. 

Hygienically considered, stoneis equally a 
curse. “The writings of eminent medical 
practitioners” (I quote from an unpre- 
judiced cyclopedia) ‘*are full of testimony to 
the pernicious influence of street noise on 
the health, particularity cn invalids and per- 
sons with sensitive nerves.’? The eminent 


t 
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Dr. Fordyce Barker writes on this subject as 
follows: 

‘*Very few appreciate the effect of persis- 
tent noise onthe nervous system. We now 
see ver little of the gentle decline of old age 


in this city. Whenour busy men die, they 
fall with little or no premonition, like sol- 
diers in the crash of battie. The toughest 
railway iron is shattered by a sufficient num- 
ber of comparatively slight blows. It resists 
without external change, but interiorly its 
tiliform structure gradually becomes granu- 


lar, and the end ofthe trausition is marked | 


by the blow which fractures the raii. So 
the strong business man, accustomed to the 
din of travel and traflic, endures it for a pe- 
riod without evidence of injury, uatil one 
day comes when tbe nervous system, sud- 
denly shattered, announces the close of the 
business career andthe imminence of disso- 
lutions.” 
ONE SOLITARY GOOD QUALITY, 

But I cannot dwell longer on this branch 
of the subject. A granite pavement has only 
one thing to recommend it, and that, in my 
view, is its most unfortunate quality. It 
‘‘never wears out.” But, as an eminent edi- 
torin Chicago said to me, it “wears every- 
body else our,” and being characterized by 
Mr. Atlan Campbell as a ‘ ‘necessary evil,” 
by Joseph Mediil as a ‘“‘vast engine of de- 
struction to the health of all people not hay- 
ing nerves of steel,” by Superintendent Har- 
ris, of Boston, asthe moving cause of the 
hegira of citizens from the city to surround- 
ing towns,’? by Gen. Gilmore as “the 
destrover of more horses and vehicies than 
ihe cost of a tess adamantine material 
amounts to,’’ by Prof. Fonsgongrives, of 
Paris, by Dr. Hamilton, of New \Lork, 
and by eminent medical practitioners every- 
where as “‘the fruitful first cause of number- 
less nervotts and brain disorders,’’ by tax 
payers as a costly abomination, and by the 
rest of mankind as athing tobe tolerated 
only under a pressure of adverse circum- 
stances beyond their control, it strikes me 
thatitisa pavement which the people of 
Minneapolis and St. Paul should steer very 
clear of, especially when they have within 
their reach and at their doors a material 
which is pushing its way tathe frontas the 
ne plus ultra of modern street covering, 
which is the favorite of the experts and en- 
gineers, of the peopie who live upon it and 
pay for it, of the persons who drive over it, 
and last, but not least, of the poor dumb ani- 
mals who cannot speak, but whose shattered 
limbs and stiffness and galls appeal eloquent- 
ly for relief from the pounding and mauling 
of the stones. 

THE FAULTS OF WOOD. 

But there are objections to wood. True, 
but ubev are of the stereo!vped sort. If it is 
said thatitis not durable, and Chicago is 
pointed out as an illustration, I will answer, 
show mea pavement inthecity of Chicago 
built of cedar blocks which is not as good to- 
day asthe day it was laid down, aud will 
show you a pavement 

WITHOUT A PROPER FOUNDATION, 
or of asham construction. It is the testimo- 
ny of Engineers Greeley, Fox, Chenev, of 
Contractors Watson and Terkins, of Editor 
Medili, and of dozens of observing citizens of 
Chicago, that wherever failures io cedar block 
have occurred (and I confess that in the 
scores of miles | traveled over them | never 
eotronted one) improper construction is the 
first cause. Gotothe intersection of Lake 
street and Fifth avenue, in Chicago, and you 
wili find : 
CEDAR BLOCK PAVEMENT, 

which has borne the burden of two heavily- 
traveled intersecting streets for seven years, 
and which rests on no other foundation than 
Chicago soil. The next time you alight at 
Canal street, observe in front of it a cedar 
block pavement laid on two ioch plank, which 
has been down four years, and receives the 
travel of all the neavy freight depots, coal 
wharves and machinery mantlfactories of that 
mart, and which is simply perfection 

Take your carpet-bag to the } 

GRAND PACIFIC HOTEL, ; 
and before entering the north doors, frorting 
the Southern Michigan Depot, glance gt the 
pavement on Jackson street, which hgs been 
down seven years, and you will Zod 


bus 
itself. 
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‘these popular out-door floors. A 


: smooth as a parlor floor. Go to the City Hall 


and inquire for the engineer in charge of the 
streets, O H. Cheney by name, and he will 
tell you that the cedar block is the pavement 
of Chicago, both for light and heavy streets; 
that it will last fifteen vears if well-founda- 
tioned, and twenty if kept in good repair; 
that he cannot speak too strongly in its 
praise; that the peop'e like it and cannot be 
persuaded to petition for any other; that the 
TAX-PAYERS DEMAND IT, 
and that there is not a half a mile of granite 
in the whole city against a hundred and sixty 
of the cedar block: and he wil! tell you fur- 
ther that the few macadam streets which Car- 
ter Harrison is succeeding by his position as 
Mayor in bulldozing into existence, are a de- 
lusion-and a suare, and will soon be aban- 
doned. Then make a tour of the city’s streets, 
and note the.abundance of the traffic, the ease 
and noiselessness with which it is conducted, 
and further note the fact that the streets are 
rarely cleaned, are never repaired, and won- 
der howit is tnat in spite of all these facts, 
Chicago is so elegant and beautiful a city, and 
its streets on the whole in so superior a con- 
dition. 
. CEDAR-BLOCK IN DETROIT. 

Then take your carpet-bag again and go on 
to Detroit and find the same condition of 
things. Visit City Engineer McLaughlin, and 
he will tell you that Detroit is the pioneer of 
the cedar block pavement,{ind is proud of the 
distinction. He will show you streets which 
have been paved with cedar for ten years, 
withovt a do'lar’s worth of frepairs laid out 
upon them. See the members of the Board 
of Public Works, and its president will tell 
vou that.during the ten years he has been in 
oflice, he has had a petition for no other kind 
of a pavement, but many for a change from 
stone to wood. 

But I am further confronted with the 
statement of the same Detroit engineer that 
upon 

A SANDY SOIL 

a cedar block pavement will not endure. I 
answer him bv saying that I rode over miles 
of cedar block pavement In the North Division 
of Chicago, which had been down five years, 
and which gave every evidence of durability 
that pertained to the pavements of other lo- 
calities, and which he on a foundation of sand 
a ftathom deep; and toconfirm my testimony 
[take from my pocket the following ietter 
which { have just received from Engineer 
Cheney, in answer to this very obiection, and 
who says:

Sii.: Inreply to your letter I will say that 
we have been paving with cedar blocks since 
the spring of 1875, and on kinds of all founda- 
tion, and i cannot find any piace where the 
blocks show signs of rotting.

from Chicago avenue north to Cedar street, in 
the north divisiovu, Was put down in 1877, and 
looks as wellnow as when first put down. 
The sand in that street is at least fifteen feet 
(leep—pure iake shore sand.

THE ELEMENT OF DAMPNESS,

ARE THEY UNWEALTHIY? 

But it is urged that woouW pavements are 
unhealthby. Here | again resort tothe testi- 
mony of ihe careful London experts, whose 
investigations have been pushed inthis direc- 
tion also. 
was committed the inquiry whether the resi- 
dents upon streets paved with wood were ary 
more subject to malarious or other diseases 
than those living on streets paved with gran- 
ite or asphelt. The acswer was, No. The 
character of the pavement had no percepti- 
ble effect upon the health, but the surface 
cleanliness had; and if this was carefully 
looked after, no detriment to health was ex- 
perienced although the macacam wus more 


-open to objection in this regard than either 


of the other pavements, on account of its 
peculiarly porous nature. My own epinion 
is that whenever Minneapolis displaces her 
coating of filth and putrescence by 
either of the pavements she is likely 
to adopt, and secures a sewer- 
age system to keep !t company, the 

REIGN OF DISEASE AND DEATH 
in our midst will be arrested, «nd the new 
pavements will at least be spared the wear 
and tear of the solemn corteges that are now 
too mournfully frequent, many of them dir- 
ectly due, | doubt not, to filthy streets and 
negiecited sewerage. 

WOOD PAVEMENTS IN LONDON. 

As aresult of the exhaustive scientific testg 
which have been made in London, some of 
which Ll have referred to, the work of paving 
the streets of that great city with wood is 


‘rapidly progressing, many of the most popu- 


lous sections of the city being threaded with 
recent 
number of the London Times shows thatin 
addition to the heavily traveled streets I 
mentioned in the beginning of this paper, 
many adititional streets heve been ordered to 
be so paved, among them the crowded thor- 
oughfares of Piccadilly, Great Western and 
Edgeware roads and Regent street. 
lv fact. there is 
A WOOD REVIVAL 
wherever careful investigation, scientific in- 
formation and inteiligent direction charac- 
terize the movement. The matter of cust, 
however, is no part of the consideration with 
the London public. Their wood is laid with 
such extreme care, the concrete foundation 18 
wo perfect, the blocks are selected from such 
excellent material, and the whole work is so 
thoroughly and scientifically done that the 
first cost is greater than, that of granite, and 
its duration necessarilv ‘ess. But the people 
are willing to pay for the luxury of being de- 
livered from the noise, the uproar, the confu« 
sion, the nerve-destroying, brain-racking 
disturber of their peace—the granite block. 
In Minneapolis and St. Paul wecan do this 
and save monev too, because the lightness of 
our traftic requires no such foundation for its 
support as the 40,000 borse-power pavements 
of London are compe'led to endure; and at 
least unti! Washington avenue in Minneapolis 
and Third street in St. Paul exceed in traflic 
the thoroughfares of Water and Lake and 
Canal streets in Chicago, they can manage to 
brush along with like pavements upon like 
foundations. SoSt. Paul has already con- 
cluded, for its authorities, in response to the 
petition of the property-owners, have de- 
cided to pave the heaviest portion of their 
heaviest street with the pavement ofthe 
period, the cedar block. 
EFFECT OF SPEED. 

have demonstrated that, compared with 
the streets of great metropoles, ese two 
cities have no heavily traveled stre€ts requir- 
ing heavy pavements; and if they had, the 
example of London and Chicsgo is before 
them, and the additional fact, which is but- 
tressed by the weight of opinion, that the siow 
travel upon streets bearing heavy teams is 
less ipjurious to pavements, as well 18 to 
borses and vehicles, than the rapid travel 
upon streets occupied by lighter vehicies,and 
hence that even heavy streets paved with 
wood, will, as in Chicago and in London, 
stand the strain. The quick, vertical blows 
of speeded hoofs and the sharp pounding upon 
the successive blocks of the rapidivy running 
wheel, constitute a severer strain than the 
slow and toiling efforts of the weighted ani- 
mals and loaded vehicles. Mr. Howarth, of 
the London Association of Engineers, said in 
arecent paper that “it is often assumed that 
a generaily slow. speed consequent on 
heavy loads is less destructive toa roadws 
than a light, rapid, and vercussive traflic;’’ 
while Mr. Rawlinson, C. B., in the discussion 
which ensued, said that “in reality it waa 
speed which was the prime wearing power 
on any road or pavement. A light quick 
traffic was more destructive to a road than « 
heavy, s'ow traffic; for a wheel, after it got 
up to aspeed of five or six miles an hour, 
ceased to roll, and went by a series of

whatever its first cost might be, even thousb 
it were double what Mr. Llowarth bad men- 
tioned as the cost of wood, would be the 
cheapest to tue rate-paying community, and 
to those who used the street. 

A familiar illustration of the result of 
epeed up on aroad or pavement may any day 
be seen in the tearing hoofs of a trotting 
horse, and’ the constant vigilance and care 
that have to be observed upon, trotting 
courses sulject to this kind of use. 

DURABILITY OF WOUD IN LONDON, 

While referring to the investigations made 
by the London engineers into the merits of 
the different pavements, I wish to call atten- 
tion to the testimony of Engineer Howarth 
to the lasting qualities of the wood which 
came urder his observation in Oxford street, 
athoroughfare of 21,953 horses, and a daily 
traftic of 300 tons over every lineal foot of 
the street. From this pavement he took up 
a block of deal (Norway pine) which had 
been down for three and a haif years, ortgin- 
ally five ioches in depth, which still showed 
a surface iniaid withthe particles of sand 
originally imbedded in it—thus demonstrat- 
ing the value of this surface cov4ring asa 
protection to the wood—and the actual ver- 
tical wear, allowing for a slight surface com- 
pression, was 

ALMOST INAPPRECIABLE. 

From a sixteenth to aneighth of an inch 
was the utmost sbown by any biocks in the 
same position! ‘*‘It is, therefore, evident,’’ 
says Mr. Howarth, ‘‘thatif it were possible 
toassume an absolutely uniform quality of 
wood-fibre,a wear of at least twenty-five 
years per inch in depth of wood mizht be 
confidentiv expected from good ordinary deals 
under similar traflic.?’ 

CAUSE OF WOOD FAILURES. 

This same author attributes the first failure 
of wooden pavements in London to the want 
of foundation stability—the crying evil of ali

DISGRACEFULLY MUDDY AND UNCLEAN 
of those of any metropolitan city, I had al- 
most said in the werld. Some idea of the dir- 
liculty of maintaining these streets may be 
gathercdgfrom the fact, as told me by a trust- 
worthy cHizen, that there were taken off and 
twenty-two inches of broken stone and its 
subsequent residuum of mud. 
St. Louis newspapers claims that an averace 
of nineteen feetin depth of this material has 
been hauled on and off of many of the streets 
of that unhappy city in the last fifteen years. It 
will be claimed that this is largely owing tothe 
fact that inferior limestone is the material 
used; I answer thatthe last report of the 
Street Commissioner of that city shows that 
extensive experiments have been recently 
made with 

CRUSHED GRANITE 
as a substitute for ltimestone, and the dis- 
heartening result reached that it served no 
better, mene me cost was greatly enhanced. 
The city of uisville is having a similar 
experience. From a recent report of ite City 
Kozineer I quote: 

“Observation bas proved that upon our 
busiest fthoroughfares from three to four 
inches of broken stone is ground into dust 
and mud every year. Then, since the orig- 
inai thickness of these pavements is only 
fifteen inehes, they would require recon- 
struction every five years, or must be treated 
with a coating of three or four inches of 
broken stone every year to keep them up, 
which would be equivalent to 


RECONSTRUCTION EVERY FIVE YEARS. 
[tis obvious, therefore, that for business 
purposes we have ho streets so costly and 
troublesome to the city as the macadam. 
Since they are so readily ground inte mud 
and dust the cost of scraping and hauling the 
dirt away is still afurther expensive burden 
to the tax-payer. To keep them clean is im- 
possible. A street cleaned one week is dusty 
the next and muddy the next. In summer 
the dust from 106's5 miles of this pavement 
hovers in clouds over the whole city; it is ir- 
ritable to the eyes and lungs, destructive to 
clothes, furniture and paint. Houses painted 
fresh in the spring are dirty, stréaked and 
unsightly in the fatl, and no door or window 
ean be left open, day or night for fresb air or 
ventilation unless the houseis flooded with 
dust and grit.”’ 

Hiow are the advocates of macadam streets 
in Minneapolis and St. Paul pleased with the 
picture? It is peediess tosay that the people 
of St. Louis and Louievile are resorting to a 
different style of pavement, and so are those 
of Toronto, who are similarly: afflicted, and 
are resorting to the cedar block.

Of course the expease of maintenance on 
business streets of a macadam pavement is 
far greater than this. Superintendent Harris, 
of boston, instanced Park Square in that city 
as an example of this, which he was com- 
pelled to entirely resurface with six incbes of 
broken stone every Bix months; 
and there is no better miuteria: 
for broken stone streets anywhere 
than thatof Boston. Equally true is this of 
the city of New Haven, which is noted for 
the superiority of its material for mac idain 
streets, it having atrap reck mountain with- 
ia the city limits from which it draws its sup- 
plies, and at the base of which it has a stone- 
crusher constautly at work. Yet the City Ka- 
gineer of that beautiful and scholariy town 
warns us over his own signature, in a letter 
in my possession, to keep clear of the trap 
rock macudam or any olber kind of macadam 
for business streets.

DEADLY DRESSING. 
A Crusade Against Corsets, Tight Boots 
and Tweuty-Buttou Gloves. 
From the London Post, Feb. 27, 

A lecture on the present style of dress was 
delivered by Mr. Frederick Treves at Ken- 
sington, on Saturday, under the auspices of 
the National Health S ciety. The lecturer 
observed thatthe primary objects of clothing 
to cover the body and maintaio it at an equa- 
ble temperature have little or no c ncers ip 
some of the dresses of the period. In tbe low 
evening dress the arms, neck and wpper part 
of the chest and back are bare, while about 
the lower extremities is accumulated a mass 
of raiment that wouild garb a 
dozen children. In the ordinary 
dress of wemen little regard is had for 
maintaining an equable temperature of the 
body. The covering of the upper part of the 
ehest above the line of the corset is very tbin, 
perhaps that ofthe dress oniy. The region 
of the corset is reasonably covered, waile 
about the bips many layers of clothing ure 
massed. Thus the body may be divided zeo- 
graphically into a frigid, 4 temperate, and a 
torrid zone.

foot. Itis held vy Col. Maitland that when 
ihe retention ring released the projectile it 
bounded forward with a high rate of speed, 
‘hich was accelerated by tbe pursuit of pow- 
der gases until the initial velocity was gained.
